The bill is of unusual iength be­ 
cause of the num ber of counts, and 
'rn intended to cover every m ethod by 
which Richeson could have conveyed 
the poison to th e girl.

th at the police have not succeeded 
in securing evidence which will show 
conclusively th at the clergym an m et 
Miss Linnell on the day of her death, 
and th at the authorities do not know 
how the poison reached her between
